My facilities are unapproached elsewhere for collecting the best stock at a low cost, 
and an experience of 15 years and well-trained collectors enable me to assure buyers that 
orders for ‘‘collected’’ plants will receive the same attention and care as though I in- 
tended planting the stock myself. Asa rule, however, I do not recommend the extensive 
use of collected stock and cannot guarantee it in any instance. 

Rhododendrons, Kalmias, Leuchthoe catesbzi, Galax aphalla, and other broad-leaved 
evergreen shrubs and ground-covering plants are collected by the carload for use in pro- 
ducing immediate effects by massing. This subject requires special correspondence.

North Carolina, 3,800 feet among the clouds, and under the shadow of the great Grandfather ¢ 
mountain (the highest peak in the Blue Ridge range) insures long, cool summers and cold § 


winters, which are very favorable to the growth of these beautiful native ornamentals, pro- ) 
ducing a perfectly hardy stock—a most important point with northern planters. The 
thermometer often reaches an extreme of 10° to 15° below zero, and every few years will go 
‘as low as 20° or more below. : 
The Azaleas, Rhododendrons, and most of the ericaceous plants herein offered thrive best § 
in rich, peaty soils and partiallv shaded situations. A good soil can be made by excavating 
2 to 3 feet of the surface, and filling with equal parts of good leaf-mold or other decayed vegeta- | 


ble matter and surface loam, with one-tenth or more of sharp sand. Swamp muck or field sod 2 


may be used. Mulching (spent tan, moss, leaves, hay, etc.), is always useful, and is necessary 
where the ground is very dry. Lime, in large -quantities, in any form is very damaging to ¢ 
Rhododendrons, Azaleas, and ericaceous plants in general. As a rule, give the plants a deep 
soil, with plenty of well-decayed vegetable food and good drainage, and the result will be satis- 
factory. Always give Rhododendrons a northern exposure where possible.

AZALEAS. 


The American Azaleas are among the choicest Of all ornamentals, whether exotic or 
native, and were but rarely seen in cultivation before being disseminated by HIGHLANDS 
NURSERY. Large masses of ‘‘Great Flame-Colored Azalea,’ calendulacea, when seen in 
flower, present the most gorgeous effects, the shadings varying from deep crimson to a 
bright sulphur-yellow, and its complete hardiness is unquestionable. The foliage of 
A. arborescens is the finest of all the Azaleas, remaining a clear, shiny green through- 
out the summer, a characteristic not usual with this family. The large, white, sweet- 
scented flowers appear the last of all the Azaleas, and the numerous pink-tipped stamens 
protruding, give a most beautiful effect. Azalea vaseyz is one of the finest introductions 
of late years, the flowers appearing before the foliage in April in the greatest profusion, 
white to deep pink; attains a height of 12 to 15 feet. A. nudiflora (deep pink) and 
A. viscosa (white) are pretty, dwarfer varieties, very useful in the under shrubbery. 

The only large and fine stock in the world of American Azaleas is now growing in 
the HIGHLANDS NURSERY, all heavy plants with balls and full of flower buds, excepting 
perhaps some of the smallest sizes.
